Secrox 1. The Common Council of the city of St. Paul is b
hereby authorized and empowered, upon the recommendation jyusg for yone
of the Street Commissioners of the Third Ward of said ¢ity, strnction of
to withdraw and cancel all certificates given by said com-®¢Wer®
missioners to the contractor or contractors, for consgfrugs
tion of the sewor through Franklin street, and sewers in
other streets connecting ‘with said Franklin street sewer in
said Ward ; and in lien thereof, to issue to the holder or
holders of such certificates, city bonds, not to exceed in the
aggregate, ten thousand dollars for the amount thereof, prin-
cipal and intcrest bearing interest not to exceed twelve per
cent. per annum, payable semi-annually at the American
Exchange Bank in the city of New-York, and for a time not
less than five nor more than fifteen years, in sums not less
than one hundred doliars : Provided, however, that said Third
